The Stowaway Question. 

Another very interesting case was breught 
to the public notice at the Magistracy this 
week when the  compradore of the 
Loongsaug was charged on divers counts 
associating him - with the taking of stowa- 
ways to Manila. ‘This is ah offence of 
which we have heard @ great deal lately, and 
which is veiy severely punished by thé 
American . authorities at) Manila. It} 
would be well if in Hongkong the question 
was treated in a similar light, as ex- 
perience of some of. the recent cases goes 
a long, way to prove that ‘the amount 
of bail” imjosed",, is - totally inadequate. 
The principals in’ the Loongsang case 
seem to be men of wealth, who 
Rave doubtless derived much of their 
savings by irafficking i in stowaways, and when 
brought to justice are easily able -+o- afford 
the comparatively small bail that is _is imposed. 
Consequently they are missing list. when. 
most required. In future it would be well if 
the magistrates instead of fixing bail would 
detain the culprits in “custody until the 
necessary investigations have been made to 
enable the police to goon with their case. 
This is greatly to be desired not only from 
the point af view of the prevention of the 
stowaway traffic, but also from that of the 
ship masters and owners who frequently, 
through no fault’ of their own, are fendered | 
liable to the very heavy penalties-inflicted’| 
by the American Government, and which 
our authorities would do well to cmulate. 
In the most recent case which has been |' 
dealt. with in Manila the captain of 
the /ovnazsang was fined $500 gold for 
allowing his vessel to leave -there minus 
one Chinese member of the’ crew. How 
does this compare with the bail imposed 
upon Mak Chenk ‘Ting, the compradore 
who was charged with (1) unlawfully aiding 
and abetting five Chinese to obtain a sur- 
reptilious passage from Honglong to Manila 
on the 2nd inst.; (2) unlawfully conspiring 
with one Choy Ping and others to ship them 
as passengers on board the steamer, Leong 
suay without the consent of the owners of 
master; and (3) unlawfully-conspiring with 
the said Choy Ping and others to defraud 
the Indo-China Steam Navigation Co., Ld, 
by obtaining for them surreptitious passages 
on the steamer Loungsany from Hongkong 
to Manila? 


Trespassers will be Frosseuted. 


This ts not the first occasion upon which 
public atenjion has been drawn to Mr. 
Kear's methods of Ro the law. 
On Wednesday last, Mr. C. T. Lerros, or 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh, eae a charge 
before\him against two Indian soldiers in the 
H.K. 5. B. R.A. of trespassing on the ground 
attached to Pagoda Bungalow, at Kowloon 
for the purpose ‘of committing a felony. The 
complainant told tlie Acting Magistrate that 
he found the men in his garden picking fruit. 
‘The circumstances are well known to our 
readers; as not only haye thicy been reported in 
the press, but have been a topic of comment 
in the Colony since the case was tried and 
reheard. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the chargé: was, admitted é ‘fofeby the 
Indian soldiers, Mr. Kemp, discharged 
them with a caution and) practically 
censured the prosecutor for not having a 
notice in, Hindustani fixed in a prominent 


| place intimating that the grounds were pri- 
‘| vate’ and that trespassers would: be prose- 


cuted. Is it, we ask, reasonable that any 
householder should be required to give such 
a_nolification in order to guard his: pro- 
perty when it is already protected by hedges ? 
Ifso, every householder in Kowloon will soon 
be considering the expediency of erecting 
notices on his front door to the effect 
that the premises are’ private and that 
trespassers will. be prosecuted. Not only 
will the notices have to be in Hindustani, 
but it may be necessary for him to have others 
in English, German, French Portuguese, 
Chinese, Arabic ‘and,, in fact in each and 
every language, and they are not.a few, that 
is spoken i in this cosmopolitiqn Colony.

The uncle 
of the leader, Lien Kwan Yin, was arrested, 
but stubbornly refused to hand over his nephew 
to the authorities and is now still under trial. 
The other leader Tang-who-was captured was 
executed on the rth of the 7th moon on. thé 
Eastern Parade Ground, ‘Tang was previously a 
CORRUPT MEMBER OF THE LOCAL GENTRY, 
in time he became a military officer but ‘was 
cashiered somehow and became a loafer. 
He.told the “Boxers” this time that their 
failures were due to lack of a competent 
leader, upon which they elected-him to the 
post. Then he led his followers-and fought 


‘the Government's troops at Usinlung, was 


defeated and escaped but was captured even- 
tually by: Judge Chen, General Ting and 
Wong Taotai, At his execution, the execu- 
tioner was not an expert, so it took nineteen 
cuts before the head was off.
